Mr. PEELER 


In looking back through the years to 1944, and taking a look at the 
school and its progress through those same years, we can definitely hail 
Mr. Egbert N. Peeler as an educator, builder, and superintendent. His 
first concern was qualified instructors and in order to obtain them he 
immediately set about standardizing the salaries. This act was not only to 
keep already qualified instructors but also to attract others equally as pre- 
pared. 


Having made steps to improve instruction, Mr. Peeler set about im- 
proving the physical plant. When he took office there were four dormi- 
tories, and the administration building, which housed the home economics 
departments and chapel. There were three unsightly tin shops in which 
chair caning, woodwork, and shoe repairing were done. The dining room, 
the infirmary, the dairy and several homes for the workers were also on 
the campus. 


Mr. Peeler, the builder, began his improvements by building two dor- 
mitories for the larger boys and girls. Then a home was built for the prin- 
cipal, Mr. Crockett and his family, who had been living in an apartment 
in one of the dormitories. Next came the auditorium, a new wing for the 
smaller blind children, a music department and a much needed gymnasium. 
The basement of the gymnasium housed the industrial arts departments, 


printing, and shoe repairing. 


Our growing faculty and student body brought about other additions. 
A new vocational building was built to encompass the two home economics 
departments, beauty culture, printing, and the shoe repairing depart- 
ments. A new dormitory was built for the junior boys. The four original 
dormitories became two beautifully renovated buildings. The heating 
facilities were remodeled to catch up with the rest of the plant. The last, 
but by no means least, was the building of a complete school for the 
smaller deaf students which includes two cottages, classrooms, and a new 
dining room. 


No one can say that at any time did the school stand still. Through 
the most untiring work of Mr. Peeler, the superintendent, builder, and 
educator, we have become a great school. For him we are appreciative. 
Thank you, Mr. Peeler!
